H1PPLE WAS "MONEY MAD." 


Receiver Earle expresses tho opinion 


that President Hippie was "money mad'1 


and that there seemed to be no end to 
the variety of methods by which he jug- 
gled with securities which fell into his 
bunds, and concerning which he sought 
to deceive the directors. 
"He was not 


content with stealing the same bond or 
stock certificate once,'' said Mr, Earle, 
"but 
did it several 
times 
over. He 


would, for instance, receive a bond or 
certificate as collateral for u loan, the 
rccurity representing 
a safe 
margin. 


Then, if Mr. Segal came along asking for 
R loan and presenting insulllcient secur- 
ity, Mr. Hippie would take the good se- 
curity deposited with a note of another 
man and place it with Segal's note. 


"In 'this1 manner the directors were 


brought to believe that the sound secur- 
ity WHS collateral for the loan to Segal. 
This ?ort of operation was. repeated by 
Mr. Hippie as often as Mr. Segal's de- 
mands seemed to render it necessary. 


SLEIGHT OF HAND WORK. 


Mr. Earle said that these practices of 


Hippie had left the notes: and papers re- 
lating to loans in almost inconceivable 
confusion. It was established yesterday 
that tho substitution of bogus bonds for 
good bonds among the trust securities <.f 
the prohibition general assembly bomd 
w»s accomplished by Mr. Hippie through 
8.species of sleight of hand.' He went to 
the box in the vuult containing the -trust 
escurities in question on the pretext of 
cutting coupons in order to cash them 
and place the proceeds to the credit of 
tho 
board. After the securities were 


opened Hippie informed the clerk that 
somebody at the door wanted to see him 


- for a moment. The clerk unsuspectingly 
left Hippie alone for this brief interval. 
The time was sufficient to enable him to 
substitute two bogus bonds for two gen- 
uine bonds which he afterward used for 
the benefit of himself or Segar.

The supreme court of the Unitrd States 
in an opinion concurred in by all the 
members of the court, has decided that 
nn injunction may issue against an un- 
only issue to protect property rights, 
or rights of a pecuniary nature, when- 
ever a suit and judgment for damages 
after the commission of the injury nnd 
uiiinwful acts would not be an adequate 
remedy for the injured party. 


INJUNCTIONS ARE DEFENDED. 
"The exact and only question at issue 


therefore in determining whether the 
first section of Mr. Gompers'-bill should 
be enacted into law is whether an un- 
lawful injury to a going 
commercial, 


manufacturing or, transportation 
busi- 


ness is an injury or interference with 
either n rif;ht of property or a right 
of a pecuniary nature. This question 
would seem to answer itself in the affir- 
mative. Tho good will of a business, 
which is really the thing of value a man 
has in the custom he has built up by his 
business, is so much of a property right 
that it is frequently bought and sold. In- 
deed, :i man's business has been frequent- 
ly protected by injunctions against un- 
fair and fraudulent competition. Even 
it be conceded that a- property right is 
to be limited to one growing out of 
ownership of tangible property, certain- 
ly a right in a going business is a right 
of n pecuniary nature.

„ "Mr. GoTnpers .and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor spurned the President's- 
recommendation, and the Gilbert bill in- 
troduced in pursuance of the recommen- 
dation and demanded from the president 
and congress's completc.abolition of the 
iiil'finction in such cases. The president 
declined to recommend such an action, 
and said that he would invoke the rem- 
edy of injunction as quickly a.gainst un- 
lawful nets of workingmen ns against un- 
lawful nets of capitalists.

DIFFERENCE IN CHOICE. 


When we start to build a house we 


get a mason to put up the foundation, a 
carpenter to put up the woodwork, a 
plumber to put in the piping, a painter 
to finish the job, nnd perhaps men of 
other trades—in ft word we get men ivho 
know their business. We don't let the 
job to neighbor Joircs and his boy ifho 
never built anything more pretentious 
than a cow shed. Yet when we come to 
select a man to keep the road in repair 
no.we can get to and from that house,- 


e elect one who has never given a day 


of .careful consideration to the best and 
cheapest means of keeping that road in 
jroper shape. We trust to luck that he 


do it well enough, but he puts in a 


hundred dollar culvert that is too small 
.nd washes out, or a five hundred dollar 
Bridge without proper abutments, which 
is soon undermined after some heavy 
shower, and bridge and abutments must 
both be replaced. We cheerfully look 
jpon it as unavoidable and although we 
grumble a little, quite readily pay taxes 
next year for someone else to waste in 
[rutting in a culvert about four times 
too large and a bridge, twice as long as 
needed. 


But when we ask where we can get 


trained men we find we haven't them 
available—our system hasn't been of the 
sort to make them. We have-hired a 
mason to do our woodwork, R novice to 
lay the foundation and a blacksmith to 
paint the house until each has forgotten, 
his own trade and does not know the 
other. We must train men from the 
start if we are ever to have good roads. 


The Iowa highway commission 
has 


adopted the plan of holding a road 
school for a week in tlie summer, 
to 


which all road supervisors are invited. 
They go to the Iowa state college where 
they see all l<inds of road machinery at 
work nnd listen to lectures on the best 
types of bridges, culverts and road ma- 
chinery. They are given liberal oppor- 
tunity to ask questions, nnd all the help 
possible is given them in the various 
problems they have met in their work. 
Some such method aa this must be 
adopted in Wisconsin if we nre to SCO 
any results from the $30,000,000 that 
will be spent on the roads nnd bridges 
in the next ten years.

into modern Georgian. Jt is doubtful, 
however, if these partial concessions will 
be effective. It is stated that the Geor- 
gians will be satisfied with nothing less 
than the restitution of the ancient 
Georgian Catholics as head of the church 
instead of the present archbishop who U 
a Russian nominee. The Catholic was 
subordinate only to the emperor of pa- 
triarch and was the recognized bead of 
the Greek church throughout the world. 
The boycott which as now been in effect 
for over a year will probably be contin- 
ued until this is attained. For several 
months the Georgian church has virtu- 
ally 
been conducting his own 
affairs, 


having driven out one of the Russian 
archbishops. His successor had not dar 
ed to go to Tiflis until concessions were 
granted.
